"The wagon struck a big ircc il 
the corner of the street, and glanced 
off to the right, the horses con- 
tinuing with the unfortunate man 
dragging along" behind, Tliey ran 
directly into the C. P. R, sheds, the 
tongue o£ the wagon poking a hole 
through the hoards.
